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New pot RV water board may declare emergency 


rules 
before 
council

In an effort to battle the 
commercial marijuana grow- 
ers within city limits, the 
Ukiah City Council will begin 
discussions Wednesday night 
about amending the city’s 
current marijuana cultivation 
ordinance to include more 
enforcement options for those 
violating the ordinance, and 
changes to the way the court 
determines what to do with 
the marijuana seized. The 
ordinance was created by a 
City Council subcommittee 
comprised of members Benj 
Thomas and Vice Mayor 
Doug Crane with help from 
Ukiah Police Chief Chris 
Dewey, Code Enforcement 
Office Chris White and City 
Attorney David Rapport. 

“My understanding is that 
the police department has felt 
relatively unempowered to 
take preventative action, and 
this should enable them to do 
it,’ Thomas said Monday. 
“What I would anticipate is 
that we would have a change 
in the climate and the preva- 
lence of marijuana grows in 
the city.” 

Dewey agreed with 
Thomas’ ideas explaining that 
the creation of the amend- 
ment -- which will not change 
the number of plants allowed 
to be grown -- was discussed 
as a means of adding more 
enforcement tools while also 
helping to improve the safety 
for the city’s code enforce- 
ment officer and its residents. 

“More than the majority of 
residents voluntarily comply 
with the existing city ordi- 
nance of 12 plants per parcel, 
but what we’ve found is that a 
few people do violate the 
ordinance,” Dewey said 
Monday. “Typically those 
cases are handled by code 
enforcement. What we found 
-- especially over the last year 
-- is more cases where the 
zoning officer has found 
vicious dogs and people being 
abusive. Then, once the police 
have been involved in warrant 
situations we’ve seen a high 
increase in the number of 
locations where marijuana is 
cultivated and weapons are 
present. 

“One of the facts that 
remains is that we’re a high- 
ly-concentrated residential 
area. There is a lot of concern 
in the community. There’s a 
feeling the people doing that 
are creating a sense of danger, 
so we looked for ways to 
improve the current ordi- 
nance. It’s because of these 
threats of violence that we 
began looking at ways we 
could work with the council 
and figure alternatives to the 
current ordinance,” Dewey 
said. 

The current ordinance was 
passed after a summer of 
meetings filled with discus- 
sions and presentations about 
enforcement and punishment 
options for those in violation 
of the ordinance. The council 
finally amended the ordi- 
nance in July to include an 
abatement procedure. 

The abatement procedure 
begins with a notice from

The Redwood Valley Water District 
Board will hold an emergency meeting 
on Dec. 11 to discuss the declaration 
of a water emergency. 

The board has been considering 
emergency measures since last week 
when the Sonoma County Water 
Agency notified them that the level of 
storage in Lake Mendocino had trig- 
gered a clause in the agreement that 


allows the water district to draw water 
from the lake. 

According to the agreement, if the 
level of Lake Mendocino drops below 
30,000 acre-feet after Oct. 31, the 
Redwood Valley Water District must 
cut their withdrawals from the lake by 
50-percent of the average for that 
month for the last three years. 

As of Sunday, storage in Lake 
Mendocino was at 29,435 acre-feet. 

If the board votes to declare an 


emergency, it will be able to activate 
an ordinance passed earlier this year 
which would allow the board to take 
mandatory conservation measures, up 
to strict limits on how much water 
would be available to a household per 
month. 

Redwood Valley Water District 
General Manager Bill Koehler said, 
currently, the board will be enforcing a 
mandatory shut-off of agricultural 
water but will only ask residential cus- 


tomers to increase voluntary conserva- 
tion to 40 percent through the month 
of December. 

A letter to that effect has been sent 
by the board to all water district cus- 
tomers. 

The meeting is scheduled for 7 p.m. 
Dec. 11 at the Redwood Valley- 
Calpella Fire Station at the intersection 
of East Road and School Way.

Each day the temperatures get 
colder and the rain gets thicker, 
Veronica Moynahan, day shelter 
coordinator at the Ukiah Community 
Center, works even harder to assist 
those who need her help. Moynahan, 
a Willits native, works as part of the 
Temporary Assistance Program 
(TAP) at the center helping to pro- 
vide personal care items like sham- 
poo, blankets, tents and food to those 
who may need shelter, food or other 
services. 

“This is a program that’s open to 
the community,” Moynahan 
explained Monday morning. “It’s 
designed to provide emergency ser- 
vices to anyone who may need help. 
Without this program there would be 
clients who would’ve been sleeping 
or freezing in the rain. Even if we 
don’t have a way to meet the need, 
we’ll know someone who can.” 

Moynahan’s never-say-never atti- 
tude has helped her within her six 
months of service at the center to 
provide hundreds of items to those in 
need -- even those who may not be 
homeless. 

“Meeting an immediate need that 
is huge in our county is what’s most 
important to me,” she said. “That’s 


what it boils down to; 
this program helps 
keep people warm and 
d 29 


Moynahan said she 
works to not turn any- 
one in need away even 
if they aren’t perma- 
nently homeless. She 
said clients typically 
stop by the center ask- 
ing for help, which is 
when she asks a series 
of questions including: 
“Where will you be 
sleeping tonight?” 
From there, Moynahan 
said she will then give 
the person whichever 
items they will require 
based on need. 

According to the Community 
Center staff, TAP has existed for the 
better part of 10 years at the center, 
but it really got its start with Social 
Services in the 1960s. Moynahan 
explained that within the 40-plus 
years since Social Services began 
providing assistance to those in need 
that the center’s TAP is the evolution 
of that idea. 

TAP relies heavily on the commu- 
nity for donations of canned foods, 
winter coats, blankets, clothes, dia-

pers and other items to keep the pro- 
gram going. Moynahan said most of 
the blankets and tents come from 
individual donations, which she said 
was the biggest help to the program. 
She said TAP will occasionally 
receive donations of damaged or 
extra items from stores like Safeway 
and Wal-Mart, but those donations 
are never a guarantee. 

“We really rely on the community

UPD considering Tasers for its officers

The Ukiah Police 
Department could get a new 
non-lethal, if controversial, 
weapon in their arsenal if the 
Ukiah City Council approves 
the purchase of Tasers. 

“We're just bringing it up 
for discussion right now,” said 
Ukiah Police Chief Chris 
Dewey who put together the 
presentation the council will 
hear at its Wednesday meet- 
ing. 

Of the five law enforce- 


ment agencies in the county, 
only UPD does not have 
Tasers. 

“We're the only one in the 
county and probably the last 
in the North Bay region not to 
have them,” Dewey said. 

At present, UPD has a shot- 
gun-like non-lethal weapon 
that fires a baseball sized pro- 
jectile made of hard rubber 
that can knock-down and 
incapacitate suspects. 

While these are effective, 
Dewey said the size makes it 
inconvenient for an officer to 


carry at all times. Deadly- 
force situations can occur sud- 
denly, when the shotgun is in a 
patrol car and out of reach. 

Tasers, on the other hand, 
are smaller and can be worn 
on an officers belt and carried 
everywhere the officer goes. 

“The idea is that it’s an 
alternative to using a firearm,” 
Dewey said. 

Dewey said UPD was slow 
to adopt Tasers because they 
were pursuing other non- 
lethal weapons, and because

WHAT IS A TASER? 

A Taser is a gun-like weapon that uses com- 
pressed nitrogen to fire two small metal-darts up 
to 35-feet. The darts are attached to the Taser by 
wires that carry an electrical current that affects a 
person’s motor functions and nervous system, 
temporarily incapacitating them. 

Tasers have been used since the late 1990s as 
a means of subduing violent suspects. 

Some Tasers now come equipped with cam- 
eras and microphones, recording their use and 
providing for greater accountability.

Chavez loses vote that would have let 
him run for re-election indefinitely 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — Humbled by his first elec- 
toral defeat ever, President Hugo Chavez said Monday he may 
have been too ambitious in asking voters to let him stand indef- 
initely for re-election and endorse a huge leap to a socialist 
state. 

“I understand and accept that the proposal I made was quite 
profound and intense,” he said after voters narrowly rejected 
the sweeping constitutional reforms by 51 percent to 49 per- 
cent. 

Opposition activists were ecstatic as the results were 
announced shortly after midnight — with 88 percent of the vote 
counted, the trend was declared irreversible by elections coun- 
cil chief Tibisay Lucena. 

Some shed tears. Others began chanting: “And now he’s 
going away!” 

Foes of the reform effort — including Roman Catholic lead- 
ers, media freedom groups, human rights groups and prominent 
business leaders — said it would have granted Chavez 
unchecked power and imperiled basic rights. 


Winter storm barrels into Northeast, 
glazing roads, after pounding 
Midwest; 11 die in wrecks 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — Drivers in the Northeast faced a 
treacherous commute Monday as a storm blamed for at least 11 
deaths blanketed the region with snow, sleet and freezing rain 
after glazing roads in the Midwest. 

The National Weather Service said a foot of snow was pos- 
sible in the mountains of northern New England, with the 
potential for 20 inches in northern Maine. Upstate New York’s 
central Adirondacks and Lake George region could see 12 inch- 
es of snow. Lake-effect snow and high winds were forecast for 
parts of Michigan and western New York. 

“It’s kind of a mess — probably the best way to term it in 
one word,” meteorologist Bob Kilpatrick said in Albany. 

Ice storm warnings were issued for Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, while winter storm warnings were in effect in 
Massachusetts, Vermont, New Hampshire, Maine and northern 
and western New York state. On the other side of the weather 
system, winter storm warnings were issued for parts of 
Michigan. 

Three to 6 inches of snow had fallen by Sunday afternoon in 
central New York state, while parts of northern New Jersey 


measured about 3 inches.

RV dog park unacceptable 


To the Editor: 

Please print this letter as I have been 
unsuccessful in having Mendocino County 
CEO Tom Mitchell, County Counsel 
Jeanine Nadel and General Services 
Director Kristen McMenomey return my 
calls or respond to a public access to 
records request regarding the illegal cre- 
ation of the “Running Free Dog Park” 
located at the Redwood Valley Lions Park. 

This dog park has been a nuisance and 
cause of concern for the residents and prop- 
erty owners that live adjacent to the park. 
Repeated attempts to discuss this matter 
with the county officials responsible have 
not been successful. They simply do not 
return telephone calls or respond to request 
for public documents as is required by state 
law. On Oct. 22, 2007 I hand delivered a 
public request for records to the offices of 
Mendocino County CEO Tom Mitchell, 
County Counsel Jeanine Nadel and General 
Services Director Kristen McMenomey. 
This request was received by their respec- 
tive front office clerks. I also asked that 
each clerk please have Mr. Mitchell, Ms. 
Nadel and Ms. McMenomey call me to dis- 
cuss the matter. I left two telephone num- 
bers where I could be reached. Now over 
one month later, there has been no 
response. California State law requires that 
a government agency must respond within 
10 working days to the public request for 
records. Having just written a sizable prop- 
erty tax check made out to Mendocino 
County, I am more than a little disappoint- 
ed in the service provided by our tax paid 
county employees. The County 
Administrator and Department Heads 
should have more respect for their con- 
stituents and taxpaying citizens. The tired 
old Mendocino County government tactic 
of burying your head in the sand and avoid- 
ing an issue will not make this one go 
away. 

The neighborhoods’ objections to the 
Running Free Dog Park are as follows: 

Unilateral imposition 

This park was established at the direc- 
tion of General Services Director Kristen 
McMenomey on Aug. 18, 2007. None of 
the nine adjacent households were contact- 
ed or given an opportunity to provide input. 
According to supervisor Mike Delbar, the 
Board of Supervisors was notified of this 
project after the fact. According to the 
director of Animal Care and Control, I was 
the first one to tell her of the dog park. The 
existing county regulations for dogs off 
leash in county parks were not modified as 
part of this dog park project. 

Lack of public process 

The running Free Dog Park is consid- 
ered a project. Taxpayer dollars were 
expended to create it. This dog park 
changed the existing use of the Redwood 
Valley Lions Park. The dog park reduced 
and now excludes previously existing uses 
of that portion of the park. Because state 
law classifies this dog park as a project, 
there should have been a neighborhood 
notice sent out, a public hearing or hearings 
held and an environmental review per the 
requirements of the California environmen- 
tal Quality Act (CEQUA) prepared. None 
of this was done. Frank Lynch Chief 
Planner for Mendocino County told me that 
he had been instructed by administration to 
prepare a CEQUA review of this project. 
Recently, Mr. Lynch told me that he was 
instructed not to work on the project as 
administration is considering relocating the 
park. 

Dogs off leash, fighting and barking 

Existing Mendocino county leash law 
does not permit dogs to run off leash in 
county parks. This law has not been modi- 
fied. My neighbor has had her cats and 
small dog mauled by dogs escaping from

So during a quick phone interview while he was on 
the campaign trail in Iowa, I asked the New Mexico 
governor if he was really auditioning for the No. 2 
spot. 

“That’s baloney,” Richardson said. 

What else is he going to say? No presidential candi- 
date openly campaigns for the second-highest elective 
office. So I asked him if he’d take the job if it were 
offered and if there was anyone among the top candi- 
dates -- Hillary Clinton, Barack Obama, plus John 
Edwards -- with whom he couldn’t see himself sharing 
the ticket. 

“You know,” Richardson said, “I’m really not inter- 
ested. I’Il come back to be governor of New Mexico, a 
job that I love. I can do my foreign policy ventures. 
I’m really not running for that.” 

According to some polls, more and more Democrats 
are showing an interest in Richardson. His poll num- 
bers are up in some of the early states. The candidate 
credits “intensive personal campaigning” and his 
debate performances where, on immigration and for- 
eign policy, he was -- as he puts it -- “strong and firm 
and didn’t deviate.” 

He may be onto something. In both the Democratic 
and Republican contests, one gets a sense that voters 
have become pretty skilled at ferreting out which can- 
didates believe what they’re saying and which ones are 
just saying what voters want to hear. 

According to a Washington Post/ABC News poll, 
Richardson gets points on immigration. Twenty-five 
percent of Americans trust him on that issue -- a better 
showing than his opponents. 

Why is that? 

“Tt’s because I’m honest,” he said. “And when I’m 
asked to explain my position in Iowa and New 
Hampshire, generally audiences that may be a bit hos- 
tile, I say to them that I’m for more security at the bor- 
der, but I’m not for the wall. I say that it makes sense 
to have a legalization plan. What are the options? 
Deportation, or doing nothing?” 

On the trail, Richardson even has a dependable 
applause line to deflect hostile questions. In a country 
where everyone likes to bellyache about illegal immi- 
gration -- but few want to take responsibility for it -- 
sooner or later the conversation comes around to the 
convenience of blaming Mexico. 

He tells crowds that we should be “speaking 
frankly with our friend Mexico” and demanding that 
the Mexican government do more about poverty or, at 
least, “stop handing out maps of the easiest places to 
cross.” 

Richardson also thinks that Clinton, Obama and 
Edwards are bungling the immigration issue because 
they’re “trying to duck it with rhetoric” when this is an 
issue that can’t be finessed. 

“The impression they’re giving,” he said, “is that: 
‘This is too hot to handle. I’ll retreat to niceties and 
broad general statements.” 

Worse, he said, the GOP has created an opening that 
few Democrats are taking advantage of. 

“There’s an opportunity because Republicans are 
being totally reprehensible about it and nativist,” he 
said. 

Good for him. Edgy comments bring to mind the 
personal balancing act that one has to strike when he’s 
the first credible Hispanic candidate for president. 
How do you appeal to the mainstream but stay true to 
your ancestry? 

“I’m very candid,” he said. “I say, ‘Look I’m not 
running as a Hispanic candidate. I’m running as a 
Western governor, proud to be Hispanic but I don’t 
wear my Hispanic-ness on my sleeve.” 

In fact, with a name such as Richardson -- which 
comes from his American-born father and not, as one 
reader recently suggested, because the candidate 
“changed his name to be more acceptable to white peo- 
ple” -- it’s possible that many Hispanics don’t even 
know that Richardson is one of their own. 

The candidate says that is one reason he began “Mi 
Familia con Bill Richardson,” an outreach effort aimed 
at Hispanic voters -- a group that will leave a huge 
footprint on Feb. 5 when votes are cast in heavily 
Hispanic states such as California, Colorado, Arizona 
and Richardson’s home base of New Mexico. 

“My strategy is simple,” Richardson said. “It’s to 
end up in the top three in Iowa, top three in New 
Hampshire, top three in Nevada. If I do that, then I’m 
on my way.” 

Yes, but to where -- and to which office?

The ins and outs of 


a hospitalist program 


By way of introduction, 
I’m Terry Burns, president 
and chief executive officer of 
Ukiah Valley Medical Center. 
I'll be a contributing colum- 
nist once a month to share the 
challenges and triumphs of 
local health care. This month, 
I’m going to explain what a 
hospitalist program is, and 
why we’re so proud of ours. 

Hospitalist programs repre- 
sent a major shift in the way 
people receive care in hospi- 
tals. Traditionally, a person’s 
primary doctor cared for him 
whether he was in the doctor’s 
office or in the hospital. This 
practice is on the decline. 
Many doctors now hand over 
the care of their hospitalized 
patients to a hospital special- 
ist, a “hospitalist.” 

A hospitalist is a physician, 
usually an internist or family 
practitioner, who specializes 
in hospital-level care and ded- 
icates his or her time to hospi- 
talized patients. These doctors 
spend their entire day or night 
in the hospital working direct- 
ly with their patients and the 
team caring for them. During 
the past several years, hospi- 
talist programs have swept the 
nation. 

Hospital (inpatient) and 
office-based (outpatient) care 
are different, and doctors 
appreciate the opportunity to 
focus on what they do best. Of 
course, there are some who 
enjoy both, and they continue 
to practice in and out of the 
hospital. 

Patients receive the benefit 
of a specialist in the hospital. 
Upon admission to the hospi- 
tal, a patient’s primary physi- 
cian shares relevant medical 
history with the hospitalist, so 
the patient’s outpatient care is 
continued. When the patient is 
released from the hospital, the 
hospitalist transfers the

patient’s care back to his orig- 
inal physician, again sharing 
pertinent medical information 
to maintain consistent care. 

Hospitals have the benefit 
of having a physician on-site 
dedicated to hospitalized 
patients, which means timely 
care for patients and educa- 
tion for nurses and other clin- 
ical staff. 

UMVC began its hospital- 
ist program in December 2006 
with a physician group from 
the Bay area, but has recently 
changed to a local group to 
take advantage of the relation- 
ships that exist between this 
group and community physi- 
cians. Pacific Redwood 
Medical Services will provide 
hospitalist services for 
UVMC beginning in January 
2008. They are the same 
group who has been providing 
emergency services through 
the UVMC Emergency Room 
for more than 25 years and we 
are glad to partner with them.

Broken blood vessels a minor problem 


DEAR DR. GOTT: I am 41 years old, 
and recently two little broken blood ves- 
sels have appeared on my face. Is there 
any chance of nonsurgical removal? 

DEAR READER: Without seeing 
these lesions, I won’t hazard a diagnosis. 
In general, there are several nonsurgical 
options, including laser therapy and topi- 
cal application of various salves. Two 
broken capillaries probably better left 
alone. However, if you are concerned, 
speak with your primary care physician 
or get a referral to a dermatologist. I don’t 
believe that you need surgical removal 
because your case (from your brief 
description) appears to be minor. 

To give you related information, I am 
sending you a copy of my Health Report 
“Medical Specialists.”

Niners say Alex Smith will keep contract for now

Alex Smith will test his 
injured right shoulder with a 
light throwing session 
Wednesday. Beyond that, 
there are increasing questions 
about his future. 

The 49ers on Monday dis- 
missed an item on 
foxsports.com that suggested 
they are looking to pull the 
plug on the final two years of 
Smith's contract. 

A three-sentence blurb 
over the weekend said that 
“there is a good chance" that 
the 49ers won't pay the quar- 
terback an $8 million bonus in 
March, a move that would 
trigger a buy back of Smith's 
contract for 2009-10. 


In response, Coach Mike 
Nolan said Monday that there 
have been no such conversa- 
tions about Smith's contract 
status. 

“We have not had any 
discussions with respect to 
that during this season right 
now, at all," Nolan said. 
“That's because it's not the 
time for that." 

Smith, who had been 
unaware of the speculation, 
essentially laughed it off. He 
said he hadn't discussed his 
contract details in a long time 
and seemed surprised by the 
$8 million figure for March. 
“I honestly have no idea," 
Smith said. 

The item by John 
Czarnecki on foxsports.com 


noted the strained relationship 
between Smith and the 49ers 
coaching staff this season. 

Much of the tension has 
centered on the quarterback's 
health. Smith suffered a sepa- 
rated shoulder Sept. 30 
against the Seattle Seahawks 
and his slow recovery has 
frustrated both sides. 

Smith will try to throw 
Wednesday. If he still feels 
discomfort in the days that 
follow, season-ending surgery 
is a possibility. 

`The way everything has 
gone, I'd like to come back 
and play this year," Smith 
said. 

In the meantime, veteran 
quarterback Trent Dilfer 
remains the starter. Looking

ahead to 2008, Nolan did not 
tule out the possibility that the 
49ers would bring another 
quarterback to training camp, 
perhaps someone who could 
press Smith for playing time.

Smith is in the third year 
of a six-year, $49.5 million 
contract with $24 million in 
guaranteed money.

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Dodgers owner 
makes Hall of Fame

NEW YORK — The news 
that Walter O’Malley had 
been elected to the baseball 
Hall of Fame fell flat in 
Flatbush. 

In Brooklyn, some aging 
baseball fans they still recall 
that dark day in 1957 when 
they learned the owner of the 
Dodgers was moving their 
beloved team to California. 

So when O’Malley was 
picked Monday by the Hall’s 
Veterans Committee, there 
wasn’t a lot of joy in the place 
he left behind. 

Borough president Marty 
Markowitz, whose job 
includes sticking up for 
Brooklyn every way possible, 
said he was “flabbergasted 
that’s the word.” 

“For O’Malley, the bottom 
line was that it was his team to 
do what he wanted with, and 
he did it at the expense of 
breaking our hearts, at the 
expense of ripping out the 
hearts of the most enthusiastic 
fans in baseball,” said 
Markowitz, who was 12 years 
old and lived three blocks 
from Ebbets Field a half-cen- 
tury ago. 

Markowitz said that after 
he got wind of the impending 
O’Malley selection last 
month, he wrote a letter ask- 
ing the committee to make a 
deal — “if you’re going to 
elect O’Malley, then give 
Brooklyn some respect by 
putting that great Dodger, Gil 
Hodges, in the Hall of Fame 
as well.” 

Hodges was a_ popular 
player in the heyday of the 
Dodgers and his repeated 
rejection by the Hall of fame 
since 1987 has become some- 
thing of a cause celebre in 
Brooklyn. 

“T’m at a loss to understand 
it,” Markowitz said. The com- 
mittee has not replied, he said. 

While perhaps widely 
shared in Brooklyn, 
Markowitz’s views are not 
universal.

sports historian, declared 
O’ Malley “a good choice” for 
the nation’s best-known pan- 
theon of sports heroes. 

“He broke my heart in 
1957 but he made a great con- 
tribution to baseball and the 
nation by taking baseball 
west,” Thorn said in a phone 
interview. “O’Malley’s role as 
the ‘Johnny Appleseed’ of 
baseball weighs heavily in his 
favor, compared to the injury 
done to the people of 
Brooklyn. 

“Even though he was seen 
there as a combination of 
Hitler, Mussolini and 
Caligula, it probably was a 
good thing — he made the 
’National Pastime’ truly 
national, rather than the 
provincial affair that it had 
been, with only two teams as 
far west as the Mississippi 
river and the rest of them in 
the east.” 

O’Malley, who died in 
1979, received the minimum 
nine votes from the 12-mem- 
ber veterans board to qualify 
for the Hall of Fame. 

The Dodgers’ departure 
came just two years after they 
defeated the hated Yankees in 
a seven-game 1955 “Subway 
Series” that enshrined Dodger 
players in a Valhalla of their 
own. A few years later, fabled 
Ebbets Field was torn down to 
make room for a new apart- 
ment complex. 

When the Dodgers’ 
National League rival Giants 
also decamped in 1957 to San 
Francisco, it ended a remark- 
able 11-year era in which at 
least one of Gotham’s three 
teams reached the World 
Series in every year but one, 
1948. That era is described by 
Thorn in a recent book, “The 
Glory Days.”

College football playoff 
supporters need to find a new 
cause. 

The BCS worked this time. 
Deal with it. 

At the end of the looniest 
autumn in memory, the com- 
puters whirred and wheezed 
and spit out an entirely rea- 
sonable pairing for the Bowl 
Championship Series title 
game: No. 1 Ohio State vs. 
No. 2 LSU. 

As BCS controversies go, 
there was barely any smoke, 
let alone fire. 

This wasn’t 2003, when 
Oklahoma lost the Big 12 
playoff by 28 points and was 
admitted to the BCS champi- 
onship game over Southern 
California, ranked first in both 
human polls. 

It wasn’t 2001, when 
Nebraska lost its last game by 
26 points, failed to win its Big 
12 division and still got a shot 
at the BCS title over Oregon, 


the second-ranked Pac-10 
champion. 

It wasn’t 2000, when 
Miami beat Florida State and 
finished ahead of the 
Seminoles in the polls, only to 
watch FSU go to the BCS title 
game. 

Those were travesties. 

This goofy season pro- 
duced a sock drawer full of 
national title contenders. The 
Buckeyes and Tigers had the 
fewest holes in the toes. 

Playoff scolds pulled them- 
selves away from Sunday’s 
NFL action long enough to 
lecture us on the injustice of it 
all. 

Well, let’s take a closer 
look at those who were 
snubbed, and what they might 
have done to earn a champi- 
onship berth. 

USC? Stop Stanford on 
fourth-and-20, or fourth-and- 
10. In the Coliseum, no less. 

Georgia? Win your divi- 
sion, Dawgs. You finished 
behind a team coached by Phil 
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Fulmer. 

Virginia Tech? If you’re 
going to lose by 41 points, 
don’t do it against a team 
(LSU) that will be competing 
with you for a BCS title slot. 

Kansas? Play someone 
your own size. Oh, you did: 
Missouri. 

Oklahoma? Next time you 
take a 24-7 lead in Boulder, 
don’t get on the bus until after 
the fourth quarter. 

Even Hawaii, which played 
a schedule ranked 117th of 
119 by the NCAA, has its pro- 
ponents. “We’re the only 12-0 
team in Division I-A, so how 
can we not be in the national 
championship game?” said 
former Hawaii defensive end 
Ikaika Alama-Francis, now 
with the Detroit Lions. “I 
don’t want to hear people 
blame our schedule, either.” 

Remember that the Trojans, 
Bulldogs, Hokies, Jayhawks, 
Sooners and Warriors all drew 
berths in elite bowls. No one’s 
making them spend the holi- 


days in El Paso. 

The real problem with this 
year’s BCS can be found in 
the mostly ho-hum matchups 
it produced in the other four 
games. 

As for the title game, 
what’s the beef? 

It’s not as if we’re staring at 


Arizona State-Boston 
College, a possibility six 
weeks ago. 


Some may wonder if Ohio 
State is a puffed-up Big Ten 
pastry waiting to be devoured 
by a faster, more skilled 
Southeastern Conference 
squad. 

Where have we seen that 
before? But let’s see how it 
plays out. 

Aside from Ohio State- 
LSU, the BCS gave us only 
one other compelling game, 
Hawaii against Georgia in the 
Sugar Bowl. And that’s 
because it has the potential to 
make life miserable for the

Mixed martial arts fighter dies

HOUSTON — A mixed 
martial arts fighter has died in 
a hospice about six weeks 
after he was injured in a sanc- 
tioned bout, a rare fatality for 
a combat sport that is growing 
in popularity. 

Sam Vasquez, 35, of 
Houston, was injured at the 
Toyota Center on Oct. 20 and 
died Friday. The Harris 
County Medical Examiner’s 
Office confirmed Vasquez’s 
death, but spokeswoman 
Stacey Mitchell said it could 
be several days before the 
official cause is determined. 

Mixed martial-arts fight- 
ing, a free-for-all combination 
of judo, boxing, karate, Muay 
Thai, kickboxing, tae kwon 
do, jiujitsu and wrestling, has 
grown in popularity and 
attracted large pay-per-view 


television audiences. 

To broaden its fan base, the 
sport has limited the violence, 
attracting new fans without 
alienating its original hard- 
core base. 

Vasquez was hospitalized 
after he was knocked out by 
Vince Libardi of San Antonio 
in the third round of a fight at 
the Renegades Extreme 
Fighting show. He lost con- 
sciousness and suffered a 
seizure. 

The Texas Department of 
Licensing and Regulation, 
which sanctioned the fight, 
said it investigated the inci- 
dent immediately after the 
fight. 

The agency examined the 
pre-fight requirements, the 
activity during the bout and 
the way emergency medical 
workers responded to 
Vasquez’s injury. 


“To date, the evaluation 
shows that this event was con- 
ducted in compliance with all 
procedures,” said a statement 
issued by executive director 
Bill Kuntz. “Texas and the 
Mixed Martial Arts communi- 
ty have lost a true fighter.” 

Saul Soliz, the Renegades 
promoter, has been staging 
professional and amateur 
shows in the state since 2000 
and had the necessary license 
to stage the event. 

Soliz did not immediately 
return a call Monday from 
The Associated Press, but in a 
statement sent through his 
lawyer, he said he was sad- 
dened by Vasquez’s death. 

“He was a great husband, 
father, son, brother, friend and 
martial artist,” the statement 
said. 

A mixed martial arts fan 
Web site said Vasquez was the 
first such fighter to die from 


an injury incurred or aggravat- 
ed while competing in a regu- 
lated bout, though no official 
statistics were available. In 
1998, American Doug Dedge 
died after being knocked out 
in an unregulated fight in the 
Ukraine. 

Vasquez had been in inten- 
sive care at St. Joseph 
Medical Center before being 
transferred to a hospice last 
week. 

Vasquez suffered a massive 
stroke while hospitalized. 
Comments attributed to his 
wife, Sandra, on the mixed 
martial arts forum 
www.txmma.com indicated he 
had been in a medically 
induced coma and had under- 
gone two surgeries to remove 
blood clots in his brain.

Probable cause affidavits 
for Mitchell and Rivera 
obtained by The Associated 
Press said the two confessed 
to participating in armed bur- 
glary. According to the 
reports, Mitchell and Rivera 
admitted entering the home 
and said someone had a gun 
and shot Taylor, but they did- 
n’t identify who. Police and 


attorneys also have said some 
of the young men confessed, 
though they wouldn’t elabo- 
rate. 

Taylor died Nov. 27, one 
day after being shot at his 
home in an affluent Miami 
suburb. Police said the sus- 
pects were looking for a sim- 
ple burglary, but it turned 
bloody when they were star- 
tled to find Taylor home. 

The suspects all have prior 
arrests, according to police, 
including drug, theft and gun 
charges, though friends and 
family have defended them. 

Police remain tightlipped 
about how the suspects wound 
up at Taylor’s home. But his 
former attorney Richard 
Sharpstein said Taylor’s sister 
was dating a relative of 
Wardlow and that one or more 
people tied to the suspects 
may have attended her 21st 
birthday party at the athlete’s 
home.

support among conference 
commissioners for the so- 
called “plus one” model, 
which would create an addi- 
tional game after the BCS 
bowls. 

BCS coordinator Mike 
Slive, commissioner of the 
SEC, would like to see the 
concept be given full consid- 
eration, and that is likely to 
happen when the Football 
Bowl Subdivision commis- 
sioners meet next spring. 

“Whether or not this year is

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Dorrell fired at UCLA

LOS ANGELES — UCLA 
coach Karl Dorrell was fired 
Monday, a day after the 
Bruins accepted a bowl bid 
and two days after a loss to 
cross-town rival Southern 
California. 

Dorrell was let go despite 
leading the Bruins to a post- 
season game in each of his 
five seasons at UCLA, which 
had an outside chance to reach 
the Rose Bowl before its 24-7 
defeat by USC over the week- 
end. 

The 43-year-old Dorrell, a 
former UCLA player who pre- 
viously had not held a head 
coaching job, had a 35-27 
record. 

The Bruins (6-6) will play 
BYU (10-2) in the Las Vegas 
Bowl on Dec. 22. UCLA ath- 
letic director Dan Guerrero 
said Dorrell will decide 
whether he wants to coach 
that game and, if not, defen- 
sive coordinator DeWayne 
Walker will serve as interim 
coach. 

“I hired Karl five years ago 
in the hopes that this program 
would grow and prosper 
under his leadership,” 
Guerrero said at a news con- 
ference. “In many ways, it 
did. 

“But after an analysis of the 


five-year tenure at the helm, 
and my discussions with him 
through the season, my dis- 
cussions with him even yes- 
terday, 

I felt it was important for us 
and this program to move for- 
ward.” 

UCLA had some off-the- 
field problems when Dorrell 
took over, and he essentially 
cleaned up the program. But 
that success wasn’t reflected 
in the Bruins’ won-loss 
record. 

“Certainly the issues of 
injuries came into play this 
year,” Guerrero said, alluding 
to a string of injuries to quar- 
terbacks and others. “But the 
concerns that have plagued us 
just in a general sense over 
this period primarily relate to 
inconsistent play. 

“In my mind, it created a 
scenario that I felt needed to 
be changed.” 

Dorrell’s teams had a knack 
for losing games they should 
have won, including this 
year’s stunning 44-6 defeat by 
Utah and a 20-6 loss to Notre 
Dame. 

Guerrero said one reason 
Dorrell was hired was to 
“build this program into a 
consistent winner, a program 
that would be in the national 
discussion on a regular basis.” 

While UCLA flirted with 


national prominence several 
times with Dorrell at the helm, 
the Bruins always seemed to 
stumble into one of their mys- 
terious losses. 

That inconsistency, 
Guerrero said, was a factor in 
his decision to let Dorrell go. 

Dorrell’s firing leaves five 
black coaches at 119 major 
college programs. 

Talk of Dorrell’s ouster has 
been building all year. 

If the Bruins had made it to 
the Rose Bowl, it would have 
been the first time a team with 
five losses had played in 
Pasadena. 

Boise State’s Chris 
Petersen, Texas Tech’s Mike 
Leach and former NFL coach 
Steve Mariucci reportedly 
have been contacted by 
UCLA about the job, but 
Guerrero said that wasn’t the 
case. 

“Neither UCLA, my office, 
me directly or through any 
emissaries or third parties 
have been out there contacting 
prospective candidates for this 
position,” he said. 

“That has not been the case. 
The decision has been made 
as of today and we will begin 
that process, our search for a 
new coach, imminently.”

Mortgage aid in the works Taser 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson said Monday an 
agreement was near on a pro- 
posal to help thousands of at- 
risk homeowners avoid fore- 
closures by temporarily freez- 
ing their mortgage rates. 

One of the last remaining 
issues to be resolved, officials 
said, was the exact length of 
time the low-teaser rates will 
be frozen. 

Speaking at a national 
housing conference and in 
later interviews, Paulson 
expressed optimism that an 
agreement could be reached 
very soon, possibly before the 
end of this week. 

Paulson and federal regula- 
tors have been holding talks 
with some of the country’s 
biggest banks, mortgage 
investors and consumer 
groups trying to strike a deal 
in an effort to prevent an 
avalanche of threatened fore- 
closures in the coming year 
from sinking the overall econ- 


omy. 

“We are working aggres- 
sively and quickly, utilizing 
available tools and creating 
new ones, to help financially 
responsible but struggling 
homeowners,” Paulson said in 
a speech to a national housing 
conference sponsored by the 
Office of Thrift Supervision. 

An estimated 2 million sub- 
prime mortgages, loans 
offered to borrowers with 
spotty credit histories, are 
scheduled to reset to much 
higher levels by the end of 
2008. Those resets will push 
the payment on a typical mort- 
gage up by $350 per month, 
taking it from $1,200 current- 
ly to $1,550. 

Some government regula- 
tors are pushing for the low 
“teaser” rates to remain in 
place for five to seven years, 
arguing that a longer period of 
time is needed to allow the 
depressed housing market to 
begin recovering and for 


home prices to stabilize, 
which will allow homeowners 
to finance under better terms. 
But investors, who will see 
lower payments on the loans, 
are arguing for a shorter peri- 
od of time. 

Regulators indicated that 
the rate freezes will only be 
available for owner-occupied 
homes to avoid granting the 
break to real estate speculators 
although the exact way that 
determination will be made 
was still being worked out. 

“How you structure (the 
rate freeze), who gets it and 
for how long, I think, is what 
people are struggling with,” 
Comptroller of the Currency 
John C. Dugan, told reporters 
at the conference. 

Sheila Bair, chairman of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp., said details of the plan 
are likely to be announced 
later this week with other offi- 
cials predicting the unveiling 
could come on Thursday.

code enforcement. After 
receiving the notice, the per- 
son who is growing the mari- 
juana, be it tenant or owner, 
will have three business days 
to appeal the notice. If the 
appeal is not filed within three 
business days, the violation 
becomes final. As well, a 
hearing, which is to be held 
before the city manager or a 
designated hearing officer, 
must take place with at least 
five days notice to the tenant 
or owner of the property. 
Dewey said that the new 
ordinance has been useful and 
although many medical mari- 
juana growers within city lim- 
its have remained in compli- 
ance, commercial marijuana 
growth and distribution is still 
a problem that lead to the 
investigation of 15 different 
commercial grows this year. 
Commercial grows can 
result in UPD seizing large 
amounts of marijuana, and 
without unlimited storage 
space, something had to be 
done to properly dispose or 
return the marijuana. The 
amendment to the ordinance 
would include a section of the 
specific guidelines for dispos- 
ing the seized marijuana in 
compliance with the 
California Health and Safety 
Code for the seizure and 
destruction of marijuana. 
“The rules aid the officer in 
how they seize the marijuana, 
how it’s given back to the per- 
son or how the marijuana is 
destroyed if the case has been 
adjudicated,” Dewey said. “It 


also allows for the destruction 
--- in the case of an extremely 
large grow -- of a portion of 
that marijuana with samples 
to be taken for evidence. In 
the typical case we seize the 
marijuana, we store it and 
then wait for the court’s rec- 
ommendation.” 


Thomas said Monday he 
hoped the ordinance would be 
a jump start to diminishing the 
number of commercial mari- 
juana grows within Ukiah. 


“I have always been sym- 
pathetic to the concerns of 
medical marijuana users, and 
have made it clear that if we 
can get to a place where the 
needs of the users are met 
without endangering public 
safety that it would be my ulti- 
mate goal,” he said. “I think 
we are moving closer to this

with this ordinance. I expect 
that opposition from it would 
not come from those who 
legitimately desire to have 
medical marijuana.”

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there were some concerns 
about their use. 

In recent years, the use of 
Tasers by police in depart- 
ments across the U.S. have 
caused controversy, reports of 
deaths attributed to Tasers and 
videos depicting their use 
have fueled arguments that 
Tasers are dangerous. 

“The research that has been 
done is that it’s probably mis- 
use that has been the con- 
cern,” Dewey said. 

In a report from the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union about stun guns, pub- 
lished in September of 2005, 
the ACLU concluded that, 


while Tasers can save lives 
when used as an alternative to 
deadly force, their unregulat- 
ed use continues to cause 
problems. 

According to the ACLU, 
the most significant problems 
were seen in police depart- 
ments that had not adopted 
policies for Taser use in dead- 
ly force situations, had poli- 
cies that allowed for repeated 
use of Tasers against a sus- 
pect, allowed the use of Tasers 
against people like pregnant 
women, the elderly and chil- 
dren who may be adversely 
affected and did not have 
effective training programs in 
place. 

If UPD were to get Tasers, 
Dewey said he would pattern 
a training program after one 


instituted in Palo Alto, a pro- 
gram that meets the recom- 
mendations of the ACLU and 
is regarded as one of the most 
comprehensive Taser training 
programs in Northern 
California. 

“They’re the model right 
now,” Dewey said. 

Dewey said, if UPD pur- 
chased Tasers, an officer 
would be sent to Palo Alto to 
learn from their program 
before Taser use was imple- 
mented. 

“Every time we find an 
alternative to the officer using 
a firearm, I think were moving 
in the right direction,” he said. 

The meeting is scheduled 
for 6 p.m. Wednesday.

for most of our donated 
items,” she said. 

When items like tents and 
blankets run low, Moynahan 
doesn’t let that defeat her. 
Taking advantage of the dis- 
cussion groups at Yahoo.com, 
Moynahan said she looks for 
donations with a group called 
Mendocino County 
Freecycle. Freecycle is a 
nationwide movement started 
in Arizona as a way of reduc- 
ing the amount of waste sent 
to landfills by giving them to 
neighbors. According to the 
group’s description on Yahoo, 


Mendocino County Freecycle 
was started in May of 2004 
as a means of keeping the 
county clean with the sharing 
of unwanted items. 
Moynahan said the group has 
proven useful as she’s “got- 
ten a lot of useful stuff that 
way.” 

Moynahan is not one to let 
good enough be, and said 
she’s always looking for 
more people and groups to 
help get involved with dona- 
tions. Although TAP has 
helped hundreds of people 
find meals or shelter in 
Moynahan’s six months of 
service she said she still 
wants to see the program 
serve more people. 

“Td like to see it continue 
to grow while still providing 


assistance,” she said. “I want 
to see increased donations 
and awareness. We’re really 
here to help.”
